. furnish the data necessary to base a conclusion that 
*---there is a scrious crime menace. We do not believe 
that the president’s commiss‘on will devote any valua- 
ble time to this phase of the investigation. It will be- 
gin by probing into the manner of people we are who 
allow such conditions to exist. It will assemble facts 

as to the imbecility of juries, the laziness and in- 
competence and dishonesty of peace officers, the 
harassment and in many cascs inadequacy of courts 
and court officials, and then will propound a solution 
that will, if it mcets out expectations cover the entire} 
ground.
